Tre antiquity of the Chineso nation and the 
perpot nity of its institutions have been the 
wonder of Western peoples ever since iuter- 
course with the Middle Kingdom commenced. 
Fnropean nations and Buropenn institutions 
ire thingsof yesterday as compared with those 
of China, When Turope was over-ran with, 
savage hordes, nnd one form of government 
gave pleea to another as firat one tribe and 
then another gainad the nscendancy, Chita 
enjoyed the benefit of civilization, of a settled 
and stable form of government, and.of the 
teachings 6f philosophers and sages. “What. 
she is to-day sho was practically four thou- 
sand -yeara"ags, Tha reason of this per- 
manency cannot fail to presentian interesting 
subject of inquiry, Dr, 8. Weis Witiams, 
in bis “Midd leKingdom,” devotessome apace 
to.its consideration, in thp chapter entitled 
“The religion of the Chinese.” ‘He refers tothe. 
geographical isolation of the.country and the 
language of the Chinese as .tending to se- 
parate them from their fallow man. “ Xsola- 
tion, however,” he goes on to say, “ is merely 
a potential factor in thie question.

The foregoing remacks 
form the subject of a scholarly and able re- 
view by Dr. Harps in the last number of the 
Chinese Recorder, The charactor af the race, 
the character of the government, tho generat 
diffusion of education, the system ofcom pett~ 
iive exaintnation, and the character of the in- 
struction impartod in thoir schools are all{re- 
ferred to ashaving bad an important influence 
upon ‘the perpetuity of the nation. ‘ 
The most atriking consideration put for- 
ward, however, ia that which represents the 
Ruler of China ag holding the throne by the 
eapecin] appointment of Heaven, ‘This idea 
Hthat China is under the special’ care of 
Heavon, and that its rulera are appointed by 
Heaven, has coma down fram the earliest 


The people, from the highest to the lowest, do 
in reality entertain theidea, Yot thers have 
‘been revolutions und changes of dy musty, 
These have’ invariably been attended with 
great bloodshed. According to Dr. Harren 
this ia directly sscribabla to the: tenacity 
with which the opinion as to the divine com. 
mission of the Emperor is held, “The 
people, believing that, the “occupant of the 
throne isthera by the tppointment of Heaven, 
‘lo vot consider themselves freed from their 
allegiance tohim till it ia mianifect that: the 
decree of Heaven brs come tothe aspirant to 
the throne.

‘manty and the naw Emparar is appointed by 
Heaven that ho may fulfil the proper Juties 
of the Ruler for the God of.the people, ‘ 

Tho perpotuity of Chinese institutions ap- 
pears to be sufficiently accounted tor by the 
considerations put forward by Dr. Harper. 
Tho question then naturally suggests itself 
wbethor this ‘perpetuity is. thing altogether 
profitable.to the nation, There can be no 
progress without change, and the absence 
of change is therefore nat as a rule desirab te, 
De. Harper writes with: mach approval of 
the Chinese forny of government, of their 
compatitive examinations and their system 
of education, and says the fact that'the 
country only reached its greatest prosperity, 
ag to wealth, popalation, manufactares, and 
commerce within thelust hundred yenra is the 
strongest possible evidence that the Chinese 
race ‘bas not become enervated nor effete, 
and that the principles of government re- 


iain efficient ond successful. Elsewhere, 
however, he says“ While the geographical’ 
isolation of the nation muy, in some parti- 
cular times, have saved it from external 
agsanits, it may .be surmised that the 
Yability to collision with some nations of 
nearly equal power and influence as itself 
would have been advantageous to‘the coun- 
try. It would have lek to the darelopment 
and cultivation of the ‘martial virtues, and 
have prevented tie."inordinats development 
of that overqacniig vanity and self-conueit 
Which so seriously threaten, her ‘own des- 
traction.” - Wa do wot forssce destruction 
to-the-nationy-bat we think we do foresse 
the destencticn of that Taggerited reverence 
for the past which id Obina is made to take. 
(he place of hope for tha future, nnd of the 
belief in the divine right’ of kings: to’ rule, 
which is-what the belief in,the appointment of

country is rapidly losing ite hold ‘on the 
poople; So in China it will come to pass 
that the Emperor will have to.rely on good 
aud enlightened government for the con- 
tinuanee of bis pogition rather than on any 
superstitious: idea cheld by the people aa to: 
his divine origin. Dr, Happne is of opinion 
Ujat the recent willingness. to receive. some 
of the.ecienees and arts of the West and to 
udopt western, military and naval tactica 
Appears to warrant the idea that even yet 
free intercourse and collision with the West- 
oro Powers will result in Otiinn arriving atu 
position of power and wealth in the fature 
to which she hag never attained in her paal | 
history. Thers is every reason to entertain 
this opinion, but before Obina ean arrive at 
that ‘state she will bave to shake off her 
aversion to'chango and look ‘with favourable 
regard on reform and development.

A number of wild rumours wore, afloat os to 
tho character of the ocourrenco, tho numbor of 
tho pirates and their confodorates, and thoir dar. 
ing in attempting. to board a big Grropoan 
vosgol,.. Lheso werd in the main exaggenations, 
and the last report was a ndiorous fiction, found- 
eid ona little incident conneoted with the, affair. 
Hovevor, thoro is no doubt the pirncygyas a most 
audacious one, approximming the notorions conse 
that happoned in Hongkong some yoors ago. 
From what we can. gather, it appears that's 
Chinoso tongkang containing 12 piculs of, rice, 
left Singapore on Sunday night (4th). and an- 
chored ‘off Pulo. Sudong, At daybroak on 
Monday, a prahn from Polo Siking, manned’ by 
six armod mon, ‘stole alongside ‘tho tongkang 
and bonyded hor. One of the crow, a Chinese, 
says all ho knows.is that he honrd a noise, and 
suw two Malays, with drawn parangs standing 
over. iim. He lifted up. his hands in solf- 
defence, andthe Malays: hackod them ‘off, and 
cut. him.in the throat and head. Ho remem- 
bersd little elac, though he fancied he saw the 
pirates fing over the bodies of two of his dead 
comrades, Itis clear that they murdered all of 
tho crow, save. this Chinese, who was terribly 
gushed about the throat; sud throw the bodies of 
thros’ of them overboard, .
